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DIVERS SEE HORROR IN CARS. 


‘Jumble of Corpses Under Sea Pre- 
sent Ghastly Scene Ila 
Retards Rescue. 


HEROIC’ DEEDS. MARK TRAGEDY. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Oct. 28.—[{Special. 1 
Death in a ghastly form came suddenly to 
at least sixty Sunday excirsionists this atter- 
noon when a train on the Weat Jersey and 
Seashore electric road, a new line ot the Penn- 
sylvania railroad, plunged from the high 
trestle spanning an arm of the sea between 
Atlantic City and the mainiand and was 
submerged in thirty feet of water. 

There were not less than eighty-eight pas- 
sengers on the train.

Of ail on the tram fet more than twentx- 
five escaped. Of these a dozen are so serious- | 
ly injured that they cannot recover. 

Forty-four Bodies Recovered. , 

Up to midnight tonight forty-four bodies 
had n recovered. Divers report there 
seem to be nearly as many more in the cars, 
which lie half buried in the mud at the bottom 
of the Thoroughfare, the mile wide stretch of 
Water spanged by the trestle. 

No more ghastly wreck than this can be 
imagined. The train was a new ons, consist - 
ing of three huge vestibule cars, carrying a 
crowd of Sunday holiday makers. It 
passed the drawbridge midway across the 
trestle. Then it plunged suddenly into the 
water. 

All in Two Cars Perish. 

The cause is still unexplained. The facts 
point to negligence in closing the draw- 
bridge. Officials of the road blame the 
bridgetender. 

All who were in the firat two cars, and they 
crowded, perished. There are men,

were 
women, and children in the jumble of corpses 
in these cars. They never had a chance to 
escape. 

Divers who have gone down and peered 
through the windows of these cars have 
come up sickened by the sight. 


Jumble of Corpses in Cars, 

The downward plunge of forty-five feet 
from the trestle hurled the passengers to one 
end of each car. To many death must have 
come after agonizing suffering. 

The electric trains are not only vestibuled 
but sealed by doors at each end. The windows 
are thick, immovable glass. The cars were 
simply so many traps, from which there was 
no hope of escape. Those who were conscious 
after the first shock must have remained 
alive while the water crept slowly in and 
blotted out their hope. 

An hour after the wreck the story of the 
picture of what was beneath the water was 
brought up by Joha W. Cooney, an Atlantic 
contractor. Cooney is an old time diver and 
volunteered to go down and fasten a derrick 
chain under one of the cars. 


where. There was no air pump, so an old 
beer pump from a neighboring brewery was 
brought into service. 


Horror a Diver Saw. 

“I could only stay under a few minutes, 
said Cooney. It was too horrible. The first 
two cars have been wrenched apart from 
each other and are sunk in the water and 
mud at an angle of about forty-five degrees. 
The forward ends had been driven fast m 
the mud, and the two cars are half turned on 
their sides and about seven feet apart. 

“TI peered through a window of the forward 
ear. The face of a dead child, perhaps 4 
years old, was pressed against the window. 
It had a gash across its forehead. I saw: the 
body of a man in some sort of uniform 
wedged up tightly in one of the package 
ratke. Bodies were piled up in a great heap 
at the forward end of the car. At the top 
of the heap I saw the form ofa woman. A 
palr of diamond earrings glisténed in her 
ears.

Weird Night Scene on Trestle. 

Tonight the scene on the trestle has been 
weird. Glaring lights from big gasoline 
lamps illuminate the scene. Great cranes 
of wrecking cars hang over the water. It is 
the purpose of the railroad men to fasten 
Chains from these cranes under the two sub- 
merged care and shoot them off into the 
méadows. The bottom of the Phoroughfare 
rie mud, and the cars are of strong construc- 
tion. It is thought that both cars are practi- 
cally intact. If the cars are broken up the | 
bodies might be carried away in the current. 
At times the water runs like a mill race at 
thie point. 

It is running so tonight, and the divers can- 
not go down to fasten the powerful chains. 
It will be some time tomorrow, perhaps even 
later, before the cars can be thrown out on 
the sands of the meadows. In the meantime 
the despairing ones are waiting for tidings. 
The agony of this waiting is indescribable. 
One man has already been placed under re- 
straint to prevent him from taking his own 
life. 

Women and Children Crowd Cars. 

From the officials of the railroad company 
only a meager and disconnected story of the 
occurrence could be had. The train which is 
made up of three heavy vestibule coaches of 
the newest type, all electrically equipped, left 
Camden at 1 o'clock this afternoon. 

Walter Scott was the motorman on the for- 
ward car. John L. Curtis of Camden was the 
conductor In charge, and Ralph R. Wood was 
the brakeman. When the train pulled out of 
Camden the coaches were comfortably filled, 
women and children being in the majority. 
They occupied the two forward cars. 

Fifteen members of Tosca’s artillery band, 
all Italians, were among the passengers in 
the rear coach. At Newfield Junction, a few 
miles from here, about twenty passengers 
were taken aboard, making the total number 
on the train a few less than a hundred. 


Possibly 130 on the Train. 

The conductor does not appear to be certain 
as to the exact number. He had 88 tickets 
in his possession whem he was brought to 
this city, but he thinks that several tickets 
were lost, and it is his opinion that there 
were from 110 to 130 passengers on the train. 
This, however, seems too high an estimate. 

On leaving Westville the third rail electric 
car was applied and the train from there on 
bowled along at its customary speed. Not 
the slightest Incident occurred to cause the 
motorman to slow down. When the draw 
bridge which crossed the stream popularly 
known as the “ Thoroughfare’’ was ap- 
‘proached the motorman saw a clear track 
before him. There was nothing to warn him 
of danger, nothing to show that the rail 
might not have been in placé—in fact, nothing 
to indicate that everything was not as it 
should be. 

Mystery as to Cause. 

Details as to just how the accident oc- 
curred are vague. A complete circumstan- 
tial story cannot be obtained from any one 
of the surviving passengers. Several causes 
have been aesigned for the derailment of 
the train. One is that a rail turned in 
and the other that the rails were not prop- 
erly locked when the drawbridge was closed 
after a pleasure yacht had passed through. 
There is also 2 possibility it was due to a 
defective rail or the breaking of some part 
of the superstructure of the first coach. Ail 
the stories tonight as to. the cause of the 
accident, however, are purely specuiative. 

The most plausible e«xpianation is that the 
accident wae due to a rail turning in.”

Topeka, Kas.; Oct. 28.—Two persons were 
killed, one is missing, four were seriously 
injured, and twenty more were more or less 
injured in a terrific explosion of natural gas, 
which completely demolished five two story 
brick business blocks at Coffeyville, Kas., 
at noon today. 

It is supposed that the gas escaped from 
a leaking main, and that it became ignited, 
causing the explosion. The buildings. were 
occupied by a real estate office, three stores, 
and a restaurant. The second ficcrs of all 
the buildings were occupied by rooming 
houses. 

Jese Ross and Mrs. J. E.“McDaniel were 
frightfully.. injured. and died shortly after- 
wards at a hospital. Brick and glass struck 
Ross, and. Mrs. McDaniel was crushed by fall- 
ing débris.

I- Al- 
most immediately after the news of the wreck 
near Atlantic City reached Philadelphia Gen- 
eral Manager Atterbury of the West Jersey 
line of the Pennsylvania railroad secured a 
special train and personally supervised the 


\ work of recovering the wreck and caring for 


the victims. 

The company ' explanation of the wreck, 
as given in the official statement tonight, is 
as follows: 

„The wrecked train left Camden at 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon and a few minutes after 2 
reached the drawbridge across the Thorough- 
fare. Shortly beforé the electric express 
reached the bridge the draw had been open 
and was thought to have been closed again. 

„There must have been some failure on the 
part of the man in charge to properly close 
the bridge, for as nearly as can be learned 
the bridge was not closed completely and the 
rails did not face up property, being about 
one inch apart. 

“The wheels of the first car thus missing 
the rail at the opening of the bridge fell upon 
the supports of the bridge and the entire train 
was hurled over the gide of the bridge, the 
cars falling into about fifteen feet of water. 


Two Cars Entirely Buried. 

The fifst two cars were entirely buried. 
The rear quarter. of the third car remained 
above water. There were seventy-seven pas- 
sengers upon the train and three trainmen. 
Out of the eighty persons aboard the train 
the raliroed. company at this hour only has 
information of. the safety of nineteen or 
twenty. 

Phe bridge was about neten feet * 
the surface of the water. 80 far as we know 
there were seventeen persons. slichtly injured, 
treated at the Atlantic City hospitais, and 
most of these were occupants of the last car. 
The one identification of a body taken from 
the cars that we have as yet Heard of is that 
of James C. Dempsey of Camden, who was 
employed by this company. .

Educated Into Insanity. 

Preceding his mention of the school board, 
Dr., Beaton spoke on the problem of educa- 
tion in general. He declared that we are 
becoming insane rapidly as a result of the 
present system of education, which leaves 
out of consideration the emotional nature of 
the child and regards him only as an intel- 
lectual machine. 

Our business in the public schools is to 
make intelligent, moral, and patriotic citi- 
zens, and we can't do that by ignoring the 
emotions,’ said Dr. Beaton. it has been 
stated that we are becoming insane from too 
much learning, and that is true. 

There are three things in any rational 
educational system, and no nation is great 
without them. First, training of the hands; 
second, training of the morals; connected 
with the emotions; and third, training of the 
intellect, which is the least important of all.“ 


Wrong Should Be Righted. 

“ Some one is right; some one is wrong. The 
whole school question has had a bad handiing 
at the hands of the present board. I myself. 
wonder that the papers kept quiet as long as 
they did.“ said Dr. Leach in the Sacramento 
avenue church. ‘‘ We who are parents and 
are depending on the public schools for the 
sole education of our children applaud the 
action of THe TRIBUNE in awaking thought, 
and Dr. Quayle in emphasizing it. I do not 
wonder our mayor feels as badly as he does. 
Any man would feel so when he sees the fall- 
ure of his plans. 

Now, I hold persons may run social settle- 
ments, but as builders up of society register 
themselves as failures.

ASKS COSTS OF CAMPAIGNS. 


Belmont Requests the Republican and 
Democratic Committees to Furnish | 
Statement for Publication. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 28.—Perry Belmont 
of New York, executive chairman of the 
publicity bill committee, has mailed to James 
S. Sherman and James M. Griggs, chairmen 
respectively of the republican and demo- 
cratic congressional campaign committees, a 
letter suggesting that within a reasonable 
time after the coming elections the two com- 
mittees make public a statement of their re- 
ceipts and expeditures during the present 
campaign. 

The text of the letter, which was made pub- 
lic today, is as follows: 

“ There was manifested at the last session 
of congress a prevailing opinion upon both 
sides of the house, as well as on both sides of 
the senate chamber, in favor of the principle 
of publicity in regard to campaign funds, al- 
though the proposed publicity bill did not 
reach final action. 

“ Believing that you approve such a law, the 
executive committee of the national publicity 
law organization, which includes in its mem- 
bership governors of democratic and repub- 
lican states, presidents of all our great uni- 


and members of the republican and demo- 
cratic national comm...ees, has authorized 
me to address you, and to suggest that at a 
reasonable date after the pending congres- 
sional election, you make public the receipts 
and expenditures of your committee. 0 
“Tam requested also to call your attention 
to the fact that there are publicity laws 
existing in a number of the states and that 
your voluntary action, upon the suggestion 
of our organization, would be a most impor- 
tant aid jm rendering such laws effective and 
in securing the publication of campaign con- 
tributions and expenditures. ”’ E 


TAFT SURE OF HEARST DEFEAT. 


Secretary of War Declares Thinking 
Vote Will Beat Democratic Can- 
didate in New York. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 28.—Secretary of War 
Taft today freely discussed the gubernato- 
rial campaign in New York state, declaring 
emphatically that he was certain of Mr. 
Hearst’s defeat. Mr. Taft said: 

“The election of Hearst would be a most 
deplorable thing. It would be nothing short 
of a calamity, the effects of which would be 
felt far beyond New York state. For that 
reason I am especially glad to be convinced 
that Hearst is going down to defeat. In a 
way the campaign Hearst is making is help- 
ing his opponent. The class of voters that 
is generally hard to arouse is being stirred 
up and it will assist materially in-accom- 
plishing his overthrow. In my opinion it is 
the thinking vote that will bring about the 
election of Hughes and the repudiation of 
Hearst and his methods.“

DISFRANCHISE HORMONS? 


IDAHO DEMOCRATS TAKE STEPS 
TO CHALLENGE THEIR VOTES. 


State Central Committee Issues State- 
ment to Effect That Effort Will Be 
Made to Prevent All’ Members of 
Church of Latter Day Saints from 
Voting, and Sends Man Into Field 
for That Purpose —'Thinks Smoot 
Case Furnishes Ground for Action. 


Boise, Idaho. Oct. 28.—The democratic state 
central committee is preparing to challenge 
the votes of all Mormons next Tuesday, ac- 
cording to a statement issued tonight. The 
committee contends that developments in the 
Smoot case have given them good ground for 
disfranchising members of the Church of 
Latter Day Saints. The Btatement reads: 

The Mormons of Idaho will be challenged 
as to their constitutional right to vote in 
Idaho. Charlies H. Jackson will leave to- 
morrow for the southeastern part of the 
state to take charge of the work leading up 
to these constitutional charges. 

The state committee takes the stand that 
under the sworn testimony of the leaders 
of the church given in the Smoot case, no 
Mormon can vote under the provisions of 
the Idaho state constitution. The commit- 
tee’s view of the situation has been aug- 
mented by the positive statements made in 
various campaign arguments by Senator 
Heyburn in which he contended. vigorously 
that the constitution was an effectual bar to 
any one voting who teaches polygamy, plural, 
or celestial marriage, or who places the ec- 
clestical law above the civil law. 

“The challénge now to be made will lay 
the foundation for a contest in congress as 
to the right of Mormons to exercise elective 
franchise under the provisions of the Idaho 
state constitution.“

BRYAN TALKS ON POLITICS 


NEBRASKAN ‘STILL PRO-HEARST 
BUT ANTI-SULLIVAN. 


Issues. Mentioned by Him Include 
Limiting of Fortunes as Advocated 
by President Roosevelt and the 
Govermment Ownership of Ran- 
roads—Sees Louis F. Post and Sen- 
ator Tillman — Returns Here n 
Speech Making Tour. 


William J. Bryan spent yesterday in Chi- 
cago. He arrived unannounced in the morn- 
ing from his stump speaking tour of Indiana 
and Ohio and departed in the evening for Des 
Moines, Ia., where he will speak today. Mr. 
Bryan's presence, for the first time since his 
homecoming visit, evoked no stir in political 
circles. The regular democratk organiza- 
tion, whose displeasure he has earned by 
virtue of his attack on Roger C. Sulivan, was 
ignorant of his presence and the anti-Sullivan 


| people Mr. Bryan had difficulty in locating. 


He had luncheon with Louis F. Post at the 
Saratoga hotel, but he waited in vain at dem- 
ocratic congressional headquarters at the 
Palmer house for Congressman Rainey to put 
in an appearance. Then he learned that Sen- 
ator Tillman was in town and made an en- 
gagement with him for dinner. 


Wants to See Hearst Elected. 


Ot course, I want to see Hearst elected,“ 
said Mr. Bryan, but all I know about the 
prospects is what I have seen in the news- 
papers. I would feel that I might tell how 
things are going even at this distance if the 
newspapers would only agree. 
they are about as far apart as the forecasts 
of the rival campaign committees the night 
before election.’ 

Do you think the ele cg on of Hearst would 
make him a presidenti ndidate in 1908?“ 
the Nebraskan was ask 

„Well,“ hesitated Mr. Bryan, I believe in 
fighting one battle at a time. The wisest 
course is to dispose of this contest first ahd 
then go on and take up the other one later. 
The circumstances of one do not necessarily 
govern the other.’ 


Still Stands for Principle. 


Mr. Bryan was asked if the Sullivan contro- 
versy was to be left in the background to 
which it has receded during the last two 
months. 

“*I don’t know,“ replied he, wearily. ‘* The 
principle for which L contend in that matter 
is stlil there. It will always live, because 
it is right—because it is the truth. But I 
don’t know how an indication of public sen- 
timent on the subject could be obtained at 
this time.“ 

Mr. Bryan was then told of Senator Till- 
man's remark that he had found a good many 
republicans in the west who confesged they 
would like to vote for the Nebraskan in 1008, 
provided President Roosevelt should not bea 
candidate. 

Well, that shows the trend of thought in 
the last ten years, commented Mr. Bryan. 
In the campaigns of 1890 and 1900 I did not 
discuss the government ownership of rail- 
ways. Now we find a republican president 
actually discussing a subject which was not 
mentioned by the democratic candidate ten 
and six years ago. President Roosevelt says 
that we will have to resort to government 
ownership of railways if we can't get the 
raliways out of politics. I move to amend 
by striking out the word ‘if,’ because I don’t 
believe we shall ever get the railroads out of 
politics. 

Then there's the question of limiting the 
size of fortunes. 

Great Fortunes—Won Honestly? 

The people are beginning to see that great 
fortunes could not have been acquired hon- 
estly—I méan honestly in the broad sense of 
that word. Why, look at this story about 
Capt. Grammer being considered. as president 
of the Illinois Central with a salary of $100,- 
000 a year for ten years. That's his own esti- 
mate of the value of his srevices. But if he 
should work for that salary for fifty years 
he would receive only $5,000,000. That is a 
high price for a man’s work, and yet it is 
only a drop in the bucket compared with 
the fortunes of $100,000,000 and mort which 
many men acquire in a fraction of this period. 
There is only one conclusion, and that is that 
the greater part of such fortunes was unfair- 
ly acquired.”

Under His Pian the Incumbents 
Would Defray Expenses—Citizens’ 
Association and Others Interested

sional Candidates Unite in Debate 
in Denunciation of McDermott. 


A plan for the thorough auditing of county 
fee offices. such as would prevent any repeti- 
tion of recent scandals, was proposed yester- 
day by Chairman William L. O’Connell of the 
democratic county central committee. The 
plan was indorsed by the democratic candi- 
dates for county fee offices, to whom Mr.

Cannon Booms Loud Welcome.

Flowers bloomed 
on green lawns and trees hung thick with 
silvery moss.

TO CURB TROUBLESOME UTES. 


Additional Cavalry on Way to Powder 
River Country, Where Depredations 


Are Reported. - 


Omaha, Neb., Oct. 28.—The departure from 
Fort Robinson, Neb., today of four troops of 
the Tenth cavalry makes sixteen trgops of 
cavairy, a total of 765 officers and men en 
route to the scene of the depredations of the 
band of Ute Indians now supposed to be in 
camp on Powder river, in Wyoming. 

Four troops of the Tenth, u@der command 
of Maj. Grierson, are now in Wyoming near 
the Indian camp; six troops of the Sixth 
cavalry, 275 strong, from Fort Meade, S. 
D., and two troops of the same regiment 
from Fort Keogh, 90 strong, under command 
of Col. Alexander Rodgers, are en route 
for that point, marching overland. Col. 
Jacob A. Augur goes with the detachment 
which left Fort Robinson today, and, as 
senior officer, will be in command of the en- 
tire expedition. No move will probably be 4 
made until all the forces are joined, 

“It is hoped by the display of a strong 
force to overawe the Indians and prevent a 
fight,” said Maj. C. A. Noyes, military com- 
mander of the department of the Missouri. 
They are, however, well armed and sullen 
and it is hard to say what will happen. 
There are about 350 in the party, including 
women and children, but I do not think there 
are over 160 fighting men among them.“

ental parentage shall be placed in a separate 
school. The board would like to have the

“We do not deny the Japanese any educa- 
tional right, but there are separate schools 
for them, and those they must attend.

COLD WEATHER HEALTH PERIL. 


Bulletin Points Out Dangers from 
Pneumonia and Blames Ball 
Games for Disease. 


Added danger from pneumonia has come to 
Chicago with the advent of cold weather. 
According to the bulletin of the health de- 
partment, during the week just passed there 
were sixty-nine deaths from this disease, an 
increase of twenty-two over thes same week 
last year. 

“ Some increase, the bulletin says, had 
been anticipated as the result of exposure 
of the many thousands at the recent baseball 
games—but not the 50 per cemt shown by 
these figures. There is no such increase— 
on the contrary, a slight reduction—in the 
number of pneumonia cases in the hospitals. 
Aside fromrthis increase of pneumonia mor- 
tality, the weekly statement shows thirty- 
four fewer deaths from all causes.“ 

The food inspectors in the loop district“ 
condemned 161,246 pounds of foodstuffs. This 
includes 27,550 pounds of fruit and vegetables 
and 31,405 pourds of fish, oysters, ete. There 
were 505 deaths during the week.

ROOSEVELT’S RACE SUICIDE 
VIEWS ATTACKED BY PASTOR. 


The Rev. Mr. Harnley Contends That 
Too Few Men and Women Are Quali- 
fied for Parenthood. 


Better qualified parents and not a greater 
number of children was urged by the Rev. A 
H. Harniey yesterday in Austin Baptist 
church in a sermon tn which he vigorously 
attacked President Roosevelt's anti-race sui- 
cide declaration. 

With all due regard for Roosevelt's Anti- 
race suicide hobby,” said the minister, I do 
not believe there is a crying call for’ more 
mere parents. The rket is already over- 

stocked. Whole armies of men and women 
are parents who have hardly one qualification 
of intelligent fatherhood or motherhood. But 


there isan urgent call for fathers and moth- 


ers who look upon fatherhood and mother- 
hood as a sublime calling, a sacred trust for 
which God will hold them responsible. 

There has been no end of talk about what 
the child owes the parent. But I want to say 
the first and greatest duty is that of the 
parent to the child. He is responsible for the 
child being here, and the child may not look 
upon it as an unalloyed favor being projected 
into this world, so full of hardships and heart- 
aches and heart breaks. 

“The generations yet unborn have a right 
to protection. Every child has an inherent 
right to be well born. Multitudes of children 
are not so much born Into the world as they 
are damned into it.’ Their fate ts sealed a 
hundred years before they are born. There 
is a tremendous miscarriage of justice in 
every ‘criminal court. In many cases the 
father or the grandfather or the great-grand- 
father should have been hanged or jmpris- 
oned instead of the poor fellow Who receives 
sentence.’

Foreign Statistics Bearish. 


The weekly statistics were of a bearish hue. 
The total world’s exports were 12, bu, 
about 700,000 bu larger than those of the sim- 
ilar period in 1905. The part played by Rus- 
sia in the shipping was a disappointment to 
the bulls. Partly offsetting the foreign bear- 
ish figures, the visible supply showed an ine 
crease of only 864,000 bu, compared to a gain 
of 3,575,000 bu the corresponding time last 
year. Of the total increase, 783,000 bu was 
shown at the Canadian points of Port Arthur 
and Fort William. The stocks at the leading 
United States northwestern points are light, 
and there has been a steady, brisk demand 
for high grade wheat at handsome premiums 
over the futures, 


4 
Exports Are Large. 

Within the last three months something 
like 58,000,000 bu of wheat and flour have 
| been exported, a showing that, the bulls de- 
clare, puts cold water on the talk that the 
foreigners are not seeking American wheat. 
The. official estimate of the Argentine yield 
figured as a bearish argument, but the con- 
servatives are not piacing much confidence 
in the figures at this time. 

The trade is in a waiting mood,” said a 
broker, and until other conditions arise to 
arouse speculative interest I can see but lit- 
tie to the market. he outsider is a-specta- 
tor pure and simple, and because of his atti- 
tude the commission houses are doing little 
in a business way. Conditions do not war- 
rant much of a move in values either way.” 


Healthier Tone in Corn. 

The corn market showed a healthier tone 
the greater part of the week, although busi- 
ness as a whole was not large. The compar- 
ative smallness of stocks and the indisposi- 
tion of 8 to market their grain more 
freely have cked short sellers and given 
more confidence to the believets in higher 
values. Foreigners have been displaying 
more interest in the American grain, and, 
while the business thus far done for ship- 
ment next month and in December has not 
reached important proportions, the trade 
sees in the nibbling the promise of better 
things in the future. 

“I believe that final figures on the total 
yield will prove a big surprise to the trade 
in general,“ said a corn trader. “I do not 
believe that the outturn will be as great as 
earlier estimates have indicated. The weath- 
er has not been the best for the curing of the 
crop, and the farmers are not showing much 
inclination to sell freely of either the old or 
the.new. It has come to be that a bumper 
yield is not burdensome to this country, so 
great has the home demand beeome. The al- 
cohol bill, which goes into effect the first 
of the year, will increase the consumption 
much more than many believe. The husking 
returns have not been of the best, the recent 
rains injuring the quality in many important 
sections.” 

The week end prices for corn showed ad- 
vances of 14@%c for December and %c for 
May, as compared to those of the week before. 


Oats Firm and More Active. 2 


The oats market last week displayed a mod- 
erate degree of activity, with the undertone 
being strong. The receipts were fairly large, 
but the demand, although materally ham- 
pered by the unsatisfactory car situation, 
was sufficient to prevent stocks from increas- 
ing to a burdensome total. The holdings of 
the grain continue to show wel! under those 
of the corresponding time last year. At the 
beginning of the week the oats in public 
elevators amounted to only 498,000 bu, the 
holdings a year ago being close to 6,000,000 
bu. The visible supply a year ago was close 
to 25,000,000 bu. while that at present is under 
10,000,000 bu. The week end quotations, as 
compared to those of the prewous week. 
showed %c higher for December and May and 
„e firmer for July. 


Provision Shorts Cover. 


Hog products, moderately active at times, 
displayed a firm undertone the better part of 
the week. Shorts covered freely in the nearby 
lard months and there was considerable in- 
vestment buying cf the January products, 
in which the short interest is said to be quite 
extensive. The hog movement has not 
reached the proportions -predicted by the 
bears and the supplies of the manufactured 
products are far from burdensome. Bulls 
declare the conditions are shaping them- 
selves for a greater display of strength and 
that if the offerings of swine do not increase 
materially the trade will witness snappy cov- 
ering by January shorts. A recognized au- 
thority came out with bullish figures on the 
local holdings of pork, lard, and ribs, the 
total in each case being well under that of a 
month ago.
